Mayor Harrison’s makeshift garbage pro- 
gram provably will hit a maa 4 before it really 
gets started. 

Residents in the neighborhood of the two 
clayholes selected as garbage depositories 
declared yesterday they will fight to the limit. 
They threatened to apply for injunctions. 
They argued that, even if the odors are elimi- 
nated after the garbage is treated chemically, 
that does not eliminate the nuisance of a 
stream of dirty, dripping garbage wagons 
emitting foul odors and distributing thou- 
sands of flies eight hours a day to the houses 


along the streets eeing | to the dumping 
ground. 


Protest to Aldekmen, 

More than 600 residents and property own 
ers visited the residences of Ald. Pretzel and 
Ald. Lipps during the day to make personal 
protests. It was finally decided to hold a 
massmeeting, either tonight or tomorrow 
night, at which it may be Hecided to ask a 
court injunction. 

Both aldermen, who voked against the 
measure, visited the dump during the day. 
They said such a place was an outrage on the 
residents of the ward, and announced they 
would seek to have the council reconsider ita 
action, 


Menace to Health Cha 
A reporter for THE TRIBUND interviewed a 


umber of the persons Nving in the district. 


Stripped of their vehement terms of denun- 
ciation, the protests made by them were 
based on the following reasons: 

Presence of the dump in a thickly set- 
tled district is a menace to the health of 
every one residing near it, 

Odors from the dump already are so bad 
the windows of the nearne have to be kept 
closed. 

A plague of flies has taken up a real- 
dence in the neighborhood. 

Many of the streets leading to the dump 
are littered up with papers, tin cans, and 
other refuse which falls trom the wag- 
ons while en route to the dump. 

Real estate values in the neighborhood 
are certain to be depreciated. 

Many of the wagon drivers, who stop 
to drink at saloons in the neighborhood, 
are insulting to the residents and use ob- 
scene language in the presence of women. 


Enormous Financial Blunder Seen. 

Several aldermen said the mayor's scheme 
will be shown up as an enormous financial 
blunder a little,later, It was argued that it 
will cost $540,000 to carry out the mayor's 
plan for the next year, while the high price 
asked for the.plant of the Chicago Reduction 
company was $492,500. 

In addition, at the end ofa year’s use of the 
temporary pits, the city will be called upon 
to pay between $500,000 and $900,000 to have 
a permanent garbage plant constructed. 

The city declined to buy the plant of the 
Chicago Reduction company because it was 
asserted the price of $492,500 is exorbitant— 
‘beyond all reason"'—and ftuat view has been 
generally indorsed. But there is every indica: 
tion the program substituted will cost twice 
as much as thé exorbitant cost of the reduc- 
tion company’s plant. 


Total of $835,000 Appropriated. 
The council appears to want to do some- 
thing with the garbage problem. In the last 
four months appropriations aggregating 
25,000 have been made. ‘The aldermen also 


“have appropriated $10, 000 for a survey of 


the whole question of wastes, but for the 
last sixty days the mayor has failed either 
to veto or sign that appropriation. : 
The mayor intimated yesterday condemna- 
tion proceedings will be started against the 
Chicago Reduction company to acquire its 
plant. A report also was circulated that 
the health department will start court pro- 
ceedings against the company if it attempts 
to dispose of private garbage. 
' Although the information was officially 
suppressed on Wednesday the attorneys for 
the Chicago Reduction ¢ompany intimated 
to certain city officials the corporation would 
be willing to sell its plant to Chicago fora 
amaller price than the majority of the ap- 
praisers named. Perhaps, the company offi- 
cials will not be willing when they ascertain 
what the city proposes to pay for a tem- 
porary plan of garbage disposal. 


“Scheme Benefits Politcian. 

The only man to benefit financially by the 
mayor's scheme will be William Schlake, 
president of the Illinois Brick company, 
which sold the thirty-two acres of a clay 
hole to the city fora damp at Grace street 
and Western avenue. For this he will collect 
$4,500 an acre, while property in the same 
vicinity is available for $2,500 an acre, 
Schlake mixes in politics, being a former 
alderman, and has been allied for several 
years with the mayor's) ‘branch of the local 
Democracy. 

This purchase, sonia with the mayor’s 
full program, will hit other taxpayers in this 
way. They must pay for Schiake’s land. 
For that $100,000 was appropriated by the 
council. For equipment and plant $30,000 
was set aside. For material, labor, and in- 


ecidental expenses the city experts asked 


$15,000 a montif, which the council granted. 
If the temporary arrangement continues for 
a year at Grace street and Western aventie 
the city will have $150,000 invested in the

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FREE SOCIALISTS 
FINED BY JUDGE 


Seattle Colleagues of Hum- 
phries Allow Habeas 
Corpus Pleas. 


LUCY PARSONS SILENCED. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 2.—After Superior 
Judge John B. Humphries had sent twelve 
men and six women to the county jail today 
for contempt of his court, a consultation of 
other judges of the Superior court was held. 
Thorwald Siegfried, an attorney who pre- 
viously had complained to the Bar associa- 


| tion of Judge Humphies’ excessive use of the 


writ of injunction, was requested to apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus for the prisoners. 

Siegfried applied to Judge Everett Smith for 
the release of Glerin Hoover, attorney for the 
Free Speech Defense league and former as- 
sistant attorney general of Washington, and 
G. M. Hodgson, one of the signers of ‘‘ resolu- 
tions of protest ’’ against Judge Humphries’ 
anti-street speaking injunctions. They were 
released on their own recognizance. Each 
had a short time before been sentenced to 
pay a $100 fine for contempt, while in addition 
Hoover had been “forever disbarred’ by 
Judge Humphries and Hodgson was sent to 
jail for six months. 


Clearly Entitled to Liberty, 
Judge Smith said he would release all the , 
prisoners who sought freedom on writs of | 
habeas corpus. 


“It seems to me that the petitioners are }. 


clearly entitled to their liberty pending fur- 
ther hearing,’’ Judge Sniith said. ‘ They 
have raised a question that they are entitled 
to be heard on. There is no reason for allow- 
ing them to He in jail pending such hearing.” 

Judge Humphries was angry when he heard 
of the consultation of his fellow judges and 
the release of two of the prisoners. He made 
a statement to the press, in which he de- 
nounced the other judges and declared the 
right of habeas corpus did not apply in ¢con- 
tempt of court cases, 


Judge Defied in Own Court. 

The scene in Judge Humphries’ court late 
today was remarkable. The courtroom was 
jammed to suffocation and the crowd inter- 
rupted and applauded frequently. ‘Moat of 
the prisoners when arraigned expressed 
anew their contempt for the Judge and defied 
him to do his worst. 

Glenn Hoover, attorney for the prisoners, 
was fined, disbarred, and ordered removed 
to jail as soon as he began to speak. 

Attorney Hulet M. Weljs, Socialist candi- 
date for mayor at the last election, was dis- 
barred and fined without being permitted to 
speak a word in self-defense. 

Mrs. Humphries. secretary of a Socialiat 
local, was dismissed with a small fine, the 
judge saying he did not wish to humiliate 4 
member of his own Scotch clan. 


Sends Mother and Babe to Jail. 

Mrs. William McNally stood up with a baby 
in herarms. The judge said he did not wish 
to send a baby to jail. 

‘*Never mind.”’ the woman sald, bitterly 
“The baby is as guilty as I am.’ 

She was fined $10 and sent to jail with the 
haby and a little boy... The women’s hus- 
hand. a Spanish war veteran, also was fined 
$100 and sent to jail. Six women and two 
children are in the county jail tonight. 

During the tudee’s lecture on the evil of 
street speaking he declared that Albert R 
Parsons, the anarchist hanged tn Chicago 
after the Haymarket riots, was guilty of 
murder throuch incitement to riot. An elder- 
ly woman, dressed in black, stand'ng on a 
chair in the rear of the courtroom, cried: 

“That is untrue. He was an innocent man

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MINER ENTOMBED IN COAL 
PRAYS FOR HIS RESCUERS. 


Petition That None Will Get Hurt 
Trying to Aid Him Comes from 
100 Feet Under Earth. 


Centralia, Pa., Oct. 2.—Separated from 
freedom by fifteen feet of solid coal, Thomas 
Toshesky, the miner who has been entombed 
in the Continental colliery of the Lehigh Val- 


4 ley Coal company since last Friday morning, 
must spend 


at least eighteen hours more in 
his cell 100 feet below the surface. 

He was told this tonight by rescuers who 
are working desperately to penetrate the wal! 
of coal. 

Toshesky tonight told the physician who 
directs his diet that he was becoming some- 
what weakened because he has had no solid 
food for nearly a week, and said that he was 
anxious to “ sit down to a good, substantia! 
beef dinner.”’ 

He frequently asks the time, and passes 
much of the time singing and praying that 
none of the rescuers will meet with an acci- 
dent in the attempt to free him. 

Notwithstanding that a powerful air com- 
pressor, capable of doing the work of @x 
men, was installed in the heading today, 
mine officials directing the work declared 
tonight that it will be impossible to break the 
coal barrier until noon tomorrow, and “ per- 
haps not then.”’ 

When Toshesky was told the compressor 
was in action he said he felt much relieved, 
as he knew it would have taken days to re- 
lease him with only one man ata time, all 
that could stand in the narrow passageway, 
digging into the hardest kind of coal. 


COL. ROOSEVELT’S ITINERARY 
ANNOUNCED BY EXPLORER AID. 


Thick Jungles of South America 
Abounding in Indian Plande to Be 
Traversed—Party Sails Saturday. 


New York, Oct. 2.—Anthony Fiala, the are- 
tic explorér whom Theodore Roosevelt se- 
lected to. prepare the equipment and supplies 
for the colonel’s South American trip, today 
announced some of the details of the itin- 
erary through Brazil. 

The party, Mr. Fiala included, will sail on 
Saturday for BrazN. From Buenos Ayres 
a 1,400 mile journey by water will be made 
to the head waters of the Paraguay river. 
Thence they will strike\in Matto Grosso, a 
forest covered territory intersected by water- 
courses, in the center of Brasil. 

In a little explored territory between tha 
rivers Tapajos and Xingu Col. Roosevelt 
will penetrate where few men have gone be- 
fore. Jungles abound where bands of Indi- 
ans rove. 

‘One reason for the colonel’s thip,”’ Mr. 
Fiala said, “ is a desire to promote the spirit 
of good will existing between South Ameri- 
can republics and the United States.”’

APPEAL TO WASHINGTON. 


New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Marie Lloyd, 
the vaudeville actress who arrived on 
Wednesday on the Olympic, and, after pass- 
ing the night in her suite, one of the hand- 
eomest in the ship, was taken to Ellis island 
with Bernard Dillon, a former English jockey 
and her companion on the trip, was ordered 
deported today by a special board of inquiry. 

She was charged with being the affinity of 
Dillon, and he was included in the ordur of 
deportation. 

Moses H. Grossman and other legal talent 
represented the interests of Miss Lioyd and 
Martin Beck, with whom she is under con- 
tract for twenty performances on the Orphe- 
um circuit, which will take her to the Pacific 
coast, if she is permitted to land. She re- 
iterated that she was to receive $1,500 for 
each performanc?te 


Goes to Washington. 

Mr. Grossman pleaded with the special] 
board and Acting Commissioner Uhl for the 
release of the actress, and when he found 
his plea unavailing he announced that he 
will appeal to the secretary of labor. For 
this purpose he took the midnight train to- 
night to Washington and will argue the case 
of hig client before Secretary Wilson tomor- 
row. 

Miss Lloyd said that her second husband 
had deserted her six years ago and had gone 
to live with another woman, by whom he 
had several children. She stated she found 
that under the English law she could not 
marry Dillon after she and the jockey had 
fallen in love, so she simply began living 
with him as other couples in England simi- 
larly handicapped have done and stili do. 
Her friends in England understand her po- 
gition, and she and they regard Dillon as her 
husband. 

Counsel interested in both Miss Lloyd and 
the Orpheum circuit will, if necessary, put 
up a bond for Miss Lloyd and Dillon, guaran- 
teeing that they will return to England after 
the fulfillment of Miss Lioyd’s engagement. 


MARRIAGES CF MISS LLOYD. 

[BY CABLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Marie Lloyd, the vaude- 
ville performer, and Bernard Dillon, the 
jockey, who have been ordered deported fror 
the United States, are not married. When 
Miss L@oyd was quite young she married a 
man named Courtney, who apparently had no 
income. They had children, and one daugh- 
ter married a young jockey two or three 
years ago, buta saparation soon followed. 

For a number of years Miss Lloyd's name 
was associated with that of Alec Hurley, a 
music hall p sformer. Three or four years 
ago she divorced Courtney and then married 
Hurley. This union did not last long, and

John C. Henning has confessed. 

He has promised to take the witness stand 
and disclose the names of all the men who 
plotted to ruin the reputation of Clarence 
8. Funk, former general manager of the 
International Harvester company. 

In conversation with representatives of 
the state’s attorney and the Pinkerton Na- 
tional detective agency, who caught him, ha 
named “ those higher up "' who conspired te 
ruin Funk “ because he testified in the Lori- 
mer case.” 


Anxious to Right Wrong. 

“TI feel,’’ he said, “that I have done a 
great wrong to two persons. One is my 
wifg, whom I induced to enter into this plot 
to throw away-her good name in order that 
that of another might be blackened. The 
other is Clarence 8. Funk. I want to do 
what I can to right this wrong. I have been 
a fugutive from justice and conscience for 
two years. The flood of money I was given 
to spend has not quieted my mind. I want 
to do what I can toright this.” 

Henning wae brought to Chicago at % 
o’clock yesterday morning by O. R. Hatfield, 
St. Paul manager for the Pinkertons. He 
was taken off the train fn the outskirts of 
the elty and smuggled to a secret hiding 
place. 

Head Off Efforts at Release, 

His captors had been informed that de- 
tectives and attorneys for the conspirators 
were seeking to locate him so they migh* 
effect his immediate release on habeas corpus 
proceedings and prevent a carriage of jus 
tice. 

Henning already had disclosed to Mr. Hat . 
fleld the main points of the conspiracy, in- 
cluding the source for the flood of money 
that has enabled him to dodge detectives for 
more than a year. 

However, he manifested a desire to enlarg~ 
upon his confession naming “ the men higher 
up.” This was done to a stenographer in 
the presence of witnesses. 

Implicates Five in Conspiracy. © 

Among those whom he accused of being 
parties to the conspiracy are: 

DANIEL DONAHOE of the firm of 
Donahve & Harinett, attorneys, al- 
leged to be the go-between who fur 
nished the money. 

AILEEN HEPPNER, now ander in-

More Money from Donahoe.

The canal officials are greatly pleased over 
the fact that within the space of one week 
the Gatun locks have been called upon to 
respond to two supreme tests and in each 
case proved equal to the demand. 

On Friday last it was demonstrated that 
the lock operating mechanism works perfect- 
ly and that vessels can be locked through at 
will. 

While the earthquake test was not figured 
on, still, in one sense of the word, the event 
came opportunely, inasmuch as it has 
showed to the world that it will take more 
than the ordinary earthquake to cause irre- 
parable damage to the lock structures and 
dams. 


Finds No Damage Done. 

Lieut. Col. Sibert went over the greater 
part of the Gatun locks in person today and 
satisfied himself that there had been no dam- 
age. 

The president of Panama, Dr. Belisario 
Porras, personally inspected the canal works 
this afternoon and learned with great relief 
that the quake had left the canal unharmed. 

Reports received up to late tonight from 
different parts of the isthmus indicate that 
the disturbance was purely of a local char- 
acter, with the greatest intensity in Los 
Santos province, 120 miles from this city. A 
late dispatch from the city of Los Santos 
estimates the damage there at $25,000, and in 
the entire province at $100,000. 

Twenty-six tremors were counted in Los 
Santos city. No lives are reported lost with 
the exception of one death from fright. 


Quakes Almost Always Local. 3 
The history of earthquakes in Panama dur- 
ing the last 200 years shows that disturb- 
ances in the neighboring republic of Costa 
Rica are rarely perceptible in this part of the 
isthmus, and that a shock in this locality does 
not usually extend, to Costa Rica. Further- 
more, the movement generally reaches its 
maximum intensity in the province of Los 
Santos. 

Canal experts have always pinned great 
faith to the fact that no quake has ever oc- 
curred strong enough to shake down the 
famous flat arch which has stood in Panama 
for 175 years. The consulting board of en- 
gineers appointed in 1909 to go over the lock 
plans citgl this fact, and one of the conclu- 
sions of the board was: 

‘“‘ We do not regard such shocks a8 a source 
of serious danger to any type of canal on 
the fthmus.’’ 


Most Serious in Recent Years. 

While a number of seismic disturbances 
have been recorded here since the American 
occupation, the earthquake of last night was 
the most serious ofall. | 

In September, 19804, a Severe shock de- 
stroyed several buildings in the western part 
of the republic. Other movements were re- 
corded in 1909, 1910. and 1912. None of these 
caused uneasiness. 

The city is quiet tonight, and the general 
feeling is that all danger has passed. Few 
sought their beds after being driven from 
their homes through fear last night, and the 
great majority remained in the public parks 
and open places until morning. 

Three hours after the occurrence of last 
night’s disturbances one of the Central and 
South American cables broke at a point 


‘about 150 miles north of Panama. This may 


have been a coincidence or it may have been 
the result of the shocks. The break caused 
no inconvenience to the cable company’s 
traffic.

The apprehension of Davis was due to 
Robert Foster, a Louisville detective, who 
shadowed the tron worker through eastern 
cities. Finally, several weeks ago, when 
Davis was displeased with his treatment 
by the union, Foster persuaded him to make 
a full ocnféssion. 

In careful detail the confession describes 
how Davis blew up or tried to blow up build- 
ings and bridges in various cities and towns 
of the east. It was during his preparation of 
plans to destroy a new building at Fall River 
on April 26, 1908, that Davis first came into 
communication with Harry Jones. He says 
he got Jones at Indianapolis on the telephone 
and asked him for money. Jones, he adds, 
sent $50. Davis asserts that Jones was fa- 
miliar with the work he was doing. 


Invited to Join McNamara. 

Under ‘the name O'Donnell Davis was ar- 
rested for the Fall River job and served two 
years in prison. 

John J. McNamara wanted him to take up 
his old trade in Oklahoma, but he refused be- 
cause it was too near home. 

The arrest of the McNamaras followed soon 
and at the advice of President Ryan Davis 
says he returned to the east. One of his lat- 
est exploits was dynamiting a bridge at 
Mount Vernon under the direction of Frank 
C. Webb, a New York member of the execu- 
tive committee of the union, who is now 
serving stx years in prison. 


Jones Arrested in Indianapolis.

noon by State Bank Examiner A. E. Knolt. 

The liabilities of the company are placed 
at about $1,000,000, of which about $350,000 
is in deposits and $650,000 in participating 
certificates, which are in the nature of mort- 
gage bonds, secured by various parcels of real 
estate. 

The affairs of the company are said to 
have been in a precarious condition for some 
time, and the action of the bank examiner 
today followed several days of conferences 
with the clearing. house banks of Milwau- 
kee, which had béen asked to take over the 
institution but finally decided not to assume 
the burden. 

To protect all depositors the banking com- 
missioner has segregated $428,000 of good 
assets to protect $350,000 of deposits.

SEEN BY BOY ASTRONOMER. 


Yerkes Observatory Scientist Says' No 
One Need Worry. 


After a long lonely trip of so many million 
million miles.that the linotype machine ran 
out of ciphers and commas trying to express 
it an ancient tireless traveler hove into sight 
of Chicago last night for the first time ir 
sixty-one years. 

The traveler was greeted by a 17 year old 
boy who has been staying up nights during 
the last two weeks waiting for the visitor. 

The traveler was last seen from Chicago in 
1852—years and years before the boy was 
born—but the boy knew what the speeder 
looked like just the same and knew just 
about when to expect the arrival. 


Greeted by Boy Astronomer, 

The traveler is Westphal's comet, which 
is rushifig with great speed on its course 
around the sun. With his eye glued to a 
four inch telescope in his own private ob- 
servatory, Frederick C. Leonard, the boy 
astronomer of Chicago, greeted the sky 
speeder shortly after 8 o’clock. Leonard, 
who is a senior at Hyde Park High school, 
lives with his parents at 1338 Madison park. 

“It is bright enough to be seen now with 
a one inch teleescope,’’ said the boy astrono- 
mer, ‘“‘ and ought to be faintly visible through 
a etrong pair of fleld glasses.”’

How to See the Traveler. 

“Which way would you look from Dear- 
born and Madison streets to locate it?”’ asked 
the reporter whose knowledge of stars was 
confined to the footlights. 

‘*Look south on Dearborn and upward at 
an angle of about 45 degrees and you ought 
to pick up the comet,” replied Leonard,

proach to the earth would be something like 
80,000,000 miles and it- would not come any 
closer than 135,000,000 miles to the sun,

said. “It is a perfectly nice comet that be- 
haves itself and minds its own business.”

Revised Description Sent Out. 

For that one man the detective force of 
Chicago is searching. The following re- 
vised description of the man was sent to 
the police stations last night and will be 
sent to allthe police chiefs of the United 
States today: 

Arrest for murder a man named Spen- 
cer, first name unknown. Age about 25 
to 30 years; about 5- feet 4 to 5 feet 6 
inches in height; weight, 145 to 155 
pounds; very square shoulders; smooth 
face and very florid complexion from out- 
door work; dark brown hair, which lies 
flat on the head.

“It seems strange,” said the captain at ro}! 
call, “that some of you men do not run 
across this fellow. For ten weeks he has 
been holding up tea and coffee stores, and:his 
picture has been printed in the Police Bul- 
letin every few days. : : 

“I want that fellow brought in. If he is 
allowed to go along he will kill somebody 
with that nickei.plated revolver he totes 
around. | 

“The man who brings | him in will get a 
new overcoat or a‘suit of clothes. Now get 
busy.” 


Holds Record for Holdups. 

Tafft, the police say, has a longer list of 
holdups to his credit—or discredit—than any 
‘other lone robber that ever operated in Chi- 
cago. Since July 15, according to their rec- 
ords, he has robbed fifteen tea and coffee 
stores, and six saloons. 

Tafit’s identity as the “ tea store robber ”’ 
was established after he had held up three 
or four places. In each instance the de- 
scription was the same and Capt. Halpin rec- 
ognized him as Floyd Tafft, who had been 
convicted of similar ‘‘ jobs." 


Victims Identify Picture. : 

The captain sent to the identification bu- 
reau for Tafft's picture, and it was shown to 
victims of the holdup man. All agreed the 
likeness was that of the “* tea store robber.” 

It is said Tafft is addicted to the use of 
drugs. His victims all describe him as “a 
-man who puts a gun up to you with a busi- 
nesslike air as if he meant it.’’ 


G’CONNOR SENTENCED TO 
FROM 1 TO 14 YEAR TERM. 


Joliet Broker Draws Indeterminate 
Period in Prison for Frauds Said to 
Have Aggregated $250,000. 


Joliet, Ill., Oct. 2.—{Special.J—James C. 
O’Connor, former wealthy Joliet financial 
operator, today was sentenced to from one 
to fourteen years in the Illinois state prison. 
He pleaded guilty to charges of forgeiry, 
larceny, and operating a confidence game. 

O'Connor was sentenced by Circuit Judge 
Hopper in the pregence of a crowd which 
filled the courtroom. In the crowd were 
scores of his victims, who had lost $250,000in 
his financial crash. 

There was no demonstration when the sen- 
tence was announced. With O'Connor were 
his two brothers, Ambrose and John, and his 
attorney, John W. D’Arcy. His brothers, 
both among the wealthiest men of Joliet, 
wept as D'Arcy made.an impassioned plea 
for clemency and declared O'Connor had 
forged notes and deeds and swindled his cli- 
ents: -without any dishororable intention. 
O'Connor seemed unconcerned and smiled 
throughout the proceedings. 

O’Connor will be taken to the penitentiarv 
tomorrow morning and will occupy a prison 
cell not more than two miles from his former 
palatial residence in Joliet. He is a persona) 
friend of Warden Edmund M. Allen of the 
penitentiary. His term in the prison prob- 
ably will be the fuli fourteen years, as the 
sentence is concurrent and his victimes are 
determined that he shall be punished as se-

land, $80,000 in the equipment, and $180,000 
in labor, materials, and other expenses, ac- 
cording to the estimate of Health Commis- 
sioner Young. That total is $360,000 for the 
north side station. 


South Side Raises Oost. 


Then the city proposes to have another 
dump on the south side at Forty-fifth and 
Robey streets. The use of this land was 
given the city gratis by Thomas Carey, politi- 
cal brother of Mayor Harrison. There must 
be equipment and labor to operate ift at this 
place. Assuming charitably that the $30,000 
appropriated will be enough for both dump- 
ing grounds, then only the cost of the labor 
—$180,000 a year—remains. That brings the 
total cost of the two stations for one year 
to $540,000. 

The disinfectant to be used is the process 
of Dr. Joseph M. Hirsh. He is 04 years old 
and it would be just to give him some com- 
pensation for the use of his chemical. For his 
entire process of reducing garbage by chem- 
ioale he has asked of Mayor Harrison $100,- 
000. That ‘price is for the present. If the 
city experiments with it and decides it is a 
guccess no doubt Dr. Hirsh probably will 
want $200,000 or $500,000, or perhaps will want 
a license fee on each ton treated. 

Will Gain No Profits. 

It is the city’s plan at present to use only the 
disinfectant. Accordingly the city will gain 
no by-products and therefore no profits, al- 


| though the cost for the year by the official es- 


timators will be around $540,000. This money 
is only for disposing of garbage, a service per- 
formed for the last seven years by the Chi- 
cago Reduction company for $47,500 annu- 
ally. 

In addition to all of this expense of a tem- 
porary system for one year the city cer- 
tainly will construct a new disposal plant of 
gome character. On the plant for which the 
city prepared specifications last summer the 
prices ranged from $500,000 to $900,000. The 
average citizen would conclude the mayor's 
makeshift garbage plan will cost $1,000,000 
or mere this next year. | 

The south side pit is an old clay hole, now 
about 200 yards long and half as wide. It 
lies just east of the Chicago Junction railroad 
tracks, between Forty-third and Forty-sixth 
streets. It is being rapidly filled with all 
kinds of refuse. 


Populous District Concerned. 
East of it on Lincoln street is the begin- 
ning of one of the most populous districts 
of Chicago. The residents are mainly Polish 
and Lithuanian.

I will go tomorrow to 
my lawyer and draw up petitions which will 
be circulated among these people and every 
one will sign. They don’t read the papers 
and they don't know what an outrage is about 
to be committed.” 

School Children Periled. 
A reporter examined the living conditions 
among the. people of the streets adjacent to 
the pit. In two blocks on Lincoln street only 
two houses were fitted with screens. Hun- . 
Greds of children from the four schools inth 


immediate neighborhood swarmed the streeta. 


At Davis Square, a public playground un- 
der the jurisdiction of the south park board, 
7,000 persons gather each week. 

F. D. Oglozinski, the acting head of Davis 
park, said he would protest against the 
dumping of garbage near the grounds. 

“ For years,” he said, ‘‘ we have been teach- 


ing these people to put their garbagein cans. 


Now the city will dump the stuff right in 
their midst and they will say, ‘ What’s the 
use?’ 

“The sanitary conditions are frightful in 
this neighborhood. I know them very well. 
Sometimes fifteen or twenty persons live in 
ong house. I will take the matter up with 
Mr. Richards, the superintendent of this seo- 
tion of parks.’’ 

Another Protest Due. 

Officers of the Chicago Railway Equipment 
company, at Forty-eixth and Lincoln streets, 
will, it is understood, make a protest.

WANTS RACES FREE TO MIX 


Sir Sydney Olivier Holds Differ- 


entiation Theory Must Go. 


DISCORD IN “COLOR LINE.” 


Offers Solution of Problem at Church 
of England Congress. 


SOUTHAMPTON, Bngiand, Oot. 2.—Racial 
and international problems replaced the sex 
question in the discussions of the Church of 
Engiand congress today. Both of these 
problems led to rather startiing utterances 
by the speakers. 

Sir Sydney Olivier, who was governor of 
Jamaica from 1907 to the end of 1912, put 
forward the remarkable claim that no solu- 
tion of the American color question Was 
possible except by a resolute disclaimer of 
the color line and the race differentiation 
theory. He expressed the opinion that negro- 
phobia was in mixed communities one of the 
most active sources of danger. 

“My study and comparison of conditions 
in the United States and the West Indies,” 
he said, “has brought me to that conclu- 
sion. 


Bay Color Line Means Discord, 

“American and colonial politicians and 
public men are not Exeter Hall abolitionists 
nor evangelical Christian missionaries, Ido 
not expect them to adopt the methods of mis- 
sionaries, nor do I sympathize with ali their 
program, But it cannot be ignored that it 
happened that the faiths of the men who laid 
the foundations for the peaceful development 
of the mixed community in Jamaica we¢re 
democratic and humanitarian and above all, 
uncompromisingly Christian. 

“Were race differentiation held to it must 
increase civil discord. When the balance of 
numbers is as it is in the south in America 
it must tend to foster obscure preparations 
for civil war and rebelilion. 


Urges Reversal of Views. 

‘*If statesmen and citizens face in the con- 
trary direction I do not say that they will at- 
tain immediately civil peace, but I am confi- 
dent that they will be traveling the only road 
toward it. 

‘*I do not suggest that race does not great- 
ly affect facilities for combination between 
humans in healthy national life, but race dif- 
ference is only one of many schismatic agen- 
cies. The solution of the difficulty involves 
discipline for the white man as well as the 
black,’’

the town. The troops made a record run of 
pine hours to Chihuahua City. The train | 
stopped only a few minutes at Chihuahua and 
then continued the journey to the front.

The Juarez garrison has been ordered by 
Gen. Mereade to be held im readiness to be 
gent to Santa Rosalia. Trains are made up 
and waiting to carry more of the federal gar 
rieon to the scene of the battle. 

The latest federal reports stated that the 
battle was still in progress at Santa Rosalia 
and that the federals were pouring shrapnel 
into the town. The rebels are still holding 
their positions. 


Filibusters Beaten on Border. 

Piedras Negras, Mexico, Oct. 2.—A filibus- 
tering expedition attempted to capture Pied- 
ras Negras from the American side of the | 
Rio Grande today. They were repulsed by 
the border patrol and the neutral guards 
placed in charge of the city yesterday after 
the constitutionalist evacuation. 

Two bands attacked the city, but word of 
their coming had reached the committee of 
safety, and the invaders met a hot fire as they 
crossed the international.line. They were 
forced to retreat. It is not known whether 
any were wounded.

U. S. GOVERNMENT OPPOSES

District Attorney Wilkerson Discusses 
Proposed Consolication at Washing- 
ton, Where Warning Is Iseued.

Barnes, chairman of the committee, over the

“I am surprised by the mayor’s state- 
ment,’’ said Mr. Barnes, “‘and I hope that 
he does not hold any such belief as his words 
would imply. I am confident no member of 
the committee knows of any interests seek- 
ing to obtain possession of the property he 
mentions. I am certain beyond a doubt that 
the actions of the committee have not been 
prompted by any motive except a desire for 
the repression of the social evil. 

“The mayor is misinformed if he believes 
our activities are confined to that district. 
We are investigating regularly all forms and 
existing places of the.evil, and reports soon 
to be made will show that the field covered 
has been much larger than that indicated by 
the mayor.” —

SLAIN BY CHINESE 


Legation of Brigand Attack 
on Missionaries. 


ONE MINISTER A CAPTIVE. 


Rescuing Party Near, but Small 
Force May Not Capture 
All the Bandits, 


PPKING, China, Oct. 2.—The American }e- 
}gation here received a report today from 
J. Paul Jameson, vice consul general at 
Shanghai, stating that an American child 
had been killed and other foreigners were 
being maltreated by Chinese brigands at 
Tsaoyang. 

The legation. fears that the Chinese gov- 
ernment troops are neither capable nor zeal- 
ous enough to accomplish the release of the 
American and Norwegian missionaries in 
the hands of the bandits at Tsdoyang. and 
that ransom alone can eave the Lives of the 
foreigners still in captivity. | 
_ It is believed that the ransom demanded 
“may not be heavy, as Chinese ideas in mone- 
tary matters are not extravagant. 

A former communication to the American 
consulate reported that the missionaries, the 
Rev. C. Stokstad and the Rev. Mr. Johnson 
were proceeding to Tsaoyang from Sang 
Yang-Fu, but their expedition evidently 
sailed as the Rev. C. Stokstad telegraphed 
today as follows: , 

“The robbers still hold Tsaoyang, where 
they compel the Chinese citizens to guard 
the walls. It is feared that the surrounding 
force will be insufficient to prevent the ban- 
dits from escaping. The little son of the 
Rev. Harmon Fauske attached to the mission 
of the Lutheran Brethren has been killed. 
The Rev. George Holm was seen on Satur- 
day bound. A foreign rescuing party is 
again proceeding to Tsaoyang.”’ 

By the efforts of the American legation 
and consulates the missionaries have been 
kept out of unsafe districts the last two 
years, but they were not restricted from 
going to the northern part of the province 
of Hu-Peh, which hitherto had not been con- 
sidered dangerous.

“An experimental vegetable garden in 
each of the parks would, I think, encour- 
age the genera! utilization of waste spaces 
for growing vegetables. On the average 
our 250 vacant lot gardeners each raised 
vegetables which were worth more than 
$25 in the markets. In addition the work 
furnished healthful outdoor exercise for 
almost every member of each family. Aside 
from the money value of what can be 
raised on a little back yard, the moral 
effect is much greater than most people 
srealize.”

Cr "FORESTER PROST is certain 

that in no other way, at so little ex- 
pense, could the park boards start what, 
he- thinks, would develop into a great con- 
work. 

“At present,” he says, “there is per- 
haps an average of one back yard vege- 
table garden to every hundred back yards.

FOR NOT PROTECTING GIRLS. 


Clubwomen Decide City Is No Place for 
Unsophisticated Strangers — Police 
_Aleo Are Criticised. 


Aurora, Ill, Oct. 2.—[Special.]—After a 
stormy session of the Woman's club behind 
closed doors, during which the Y. W. C, A. 
was censured for neglecting to look after 
homeless girls who come to Aurora and the 
police were criticised ‘forallowing young 
women to be accosted on the streets, club- 
women decided this city is no place for an 
unsophisticated girl. 

The police were excused in a measure be- 
cause of the few numbers.. There are twenty 
patrolmen on duty nights. The criticisms 
followed the reading of a report made by 
Miss Anne Forsythe, magazine’ writer and 
social welfare worker, who, masquerading 
as a working girl, made a month's investiga- 
tion of conditions in Aurora. She reported | 
she saw girls going into saloons with men, 
into questionable apartments, and restau- 
rants where liquor was eeld. 

Miss Forsythe’s report was read by Mrs. 
Gertrude Waterhouse Parker. Saloon own- 
ers know the wineroom is prohibited, but 
some keepers have allowed young women to 
sneak into their places with the young men 
and have.escaped because the police at times 
have been asleep op the job, Miss Forsythe's 
report recited. 

The Y. M. C. A. has failed in providing a 
place cf shelter for young women who come 
into Aurora and know of no placétogo, The 
police have been the only refuge of girls 
who have come here with little or no means 
seeking employment, Miss Forsythe says.

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Baked Crabapples; Fruit Points. 


T no time of the year.do we have such a 

choice of baking apples, sweet and sour, 

large and small, as at just this minute, 

and we ought to take liberal advantage 

of this fact. At this time of year we 
need not resort to any of the devices (fillings) 
to increase their flavor. They are better plain 
baked. 

Sweet apples require no seasoning, and only 
a little water need be used with them in the 
pan when cooking. The fire must not be too 
hot, as the sugar.in the skin quickly burns. 
These are delicious with either milk or cream, 
as are baked sour apples also, and some of these 
latter need but little sugar. 

Baked apples are said to be three times as 
digestible as raw apples, and, as everybody 
knows, the apple is a valuable food, not be- 
cause it furnishes much energy, but because of 


its stimulating. powers and minerals, whether 
raw or cooked.

BAKED CRABAPPLES.—Choose the larger 
variety next aboye the Siberian crabs. Leave

AMBER MARMALADE.—One fine grapefruit, 
one rather tart orange, one lemon. Wash the 
fruit and cut it into the thinnest possible slices, 
skin-and all. Measure and put to soak in earth- 
enware in three times its measure of water. 
Boil for ten minutes the second day, and on 
the third day measure the whole and add an 
equal quantity of sugar. Boil untfl it jellies. 
This may not be more than an hour and a half, 
but it may take more time, especially if boiled 
all in one kettle. It is advisable not to make 
it on a wet day, for then it will take too long 
to boil.

The. more quietly all jellies are cooked the 
better, and it is the safne with marmalade. 

There is just as mush need of being careful 


not to eat some of the late peaches as of the 
earlier. Many of them are picked before they 
are ripe and contain a dangerous chemical ele- 
ment. The western peaches are in general too 
soft for pickling.

Then at last, when the mem- 
bers began to think that it might be a good 
thing to have a golf course, the discovery 
Was Made, just as, under similar circum-

incessantly at Myopia and now has his re- 
ward in the consciousness of possessing prob- 
ably one of the two best courses in America.

Ranks High asInland Course. 

That is high praise, but it is not unde- 
served. One may or may not make some one 
Mental reservation, but nobody can deny 
that that splendid compliment puts Myopia 
in the class to which it rightfully belongs. 
It le beyond question one of the best of all 
inland courses. I played over it first of all 
myself ina high wind. I then watched Var- 
fon and Ray play over it when the wind had 
considerably abated. 

The first experience made the golf appear 
desperately difficult. but—which is more to 
the point—the second did not by any means 
make it seem simple. Moreover, in one re- 
epect I saw Myop'a under the easiest and 
most favorable conditions. There had been 
heavy rain for four consecutive days—a phe- 
Romenon for which the inhabitants could 
only apologize by presuming that ft reminded 
me of home—and consequent)y the green was 
comparatively slow and easy to putt on. 

These greens are full of insinuatine curves 
and slopes.

Baseball players who: cap and will write 
thelr own newspaper stories on the world’s 
or other post-season series may do so with 
the sanction of the national commission, 
but players who merely lend their names to 
newspapers for a monetary consideration, to 
be signed Lo arlicies written by otners, prob- 
ably will be declared ineligible to take partin 
such series. 

That was the solution suggested yesterday 
by President Johnson of the American league 
on his return from a brief vacation in the 
woods of Michigan. He did not favor the 
suggestion reported to have been made by 
Chairman Herrmann of the commission to 
call off the world’s series [n case players per- 
mitted the misuse of their names for coin, 
but was of the opinion the cilubowners and 
managers would take action to stop the evil 
rather than have their teams crippled. 


Ruling to Stop Faking. 
“The purpose is not to prevent players 
earning extra money in any legitimate, above 


board way,” said President Johnéon, “ butto - 


stop the faking which is bound to do baseball 
a serious injury unless it is curbed. In the 
public’s mind the great pitcher who will ac- 
cept money for the use of his namein conned- 
tion with articles he does not write, for pure 
poses of deceiving newspaper readers, would 
be just as likely to accept money to throw @ 
baseball game to deceive the baseball public. 
There are no degrees in honesty and the 
man who will ccnspire to cheat the public in 
one way cannot be trusted to keep faith in 
others. : 

“If any player wants to be fair and write 
bona fide articles for a newspaper during the 
world’s series let him go to the headquarters 
of the national commission after the game. 
We will furnish him with an expert stenog- 
rapher. to whom he can dictate his story. 
The typist will make two copies, one of which 
the player can send to the newspaper employ- 
ing him. The other copy we will keep for 
purposes of comparison. 


No Objections to, Real Story. 
“If the newspaper publishes the story in 
good faith as the player prepares it there 
will be no vbjection. It it does not, we will 
be able to furnish Its contemporaries with 
the articles actually written by the player. 


“This, I think, is a fair challenge to the. 


Paseball players and one to which no one 
gan object, and it will protect the public. If the 
Newspapers want and the readers wart actual 
stories by ball players, well and good, but the 
present system of imposition is an element of 
danger to the game. I do not believe one ball 
player in 100 can write stories which newspapers 
wilh.want to print or which patrons will care te 
read. This idea which has just occurred to me 
ie one way to find out. 

“Two years ago I remember an instance where 
@ paper contracted with Ty Cobb to cover the 
world’s series for it, but his stuff was so bad 
that the paper had to send one of its own meq 
1,000 milea to do the work after the first game 
or two. : 

Explains Matter to Mack, 

**‘T have written Manager Mack a letter whicl 
will dispose of the tangle over Collins and Baker. 
He asserted that the ruling we made ought to have 
been announced before the polayers entered into 
eontracts with newspapers. I reminded Mack 
that he knew as far back as March 6 that ‘the 
American league was unalterably opposed te this 
process of deception and that was plenty of time 
for him to prevent his players entering into guoh 
contracts for this series. If Mack wants to play 
the Giante without Baker and Collins on his 
infeld he will have that opportunity if they 
persist in permitting the use of their names 
signed to articles which they do not prepare them- 

ives.

This is a hole wonderfully reminiscent of

Fifth Hole Is Great. 

I observed, not without satisfaction, the 
great Ray play this hole.

The card recording the deal, nbindent to 
have been carried out on the floor of the 
market, he testified, was made out by Mr. 
Wagner in person. 

The same afternoon, he testified, Mr. Wag- 
ner, representing the firm, borrowed 30,000 
bushels of corn, then in storage, from A. O. 
Slaughter to complete another deal with Mr. 
Wayne. It was bought at 73% cents a bushel. 
On Oct. 1, according to Lynch, 30,000 bushels 
of corn was bought in open market at 70 
cents and returned to A. O. Slaughter. The 
profit on the deal to Wagner & Co. was $700.
